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Process for marinating and/ or tenderizing of meat 
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NOVELTY - An -assembly marinates and tenderizes meat in an evacuable 
drum (13) holding a cylindrical basket (22, 23), from which it is 
separated by a gap. The sieve may also incorporate a number of 
projecting pummel-needles . 

USE - For marinating, tenderizing and expanding the meat. 

ADVANTAGE - The meat may be either tenderized, or marinated, or 
both, using the same assembly. 

DESCRIPTION OF DRAWING (S) - The drawing shows a cross-section 
through the drum.
